The Board of Changes 
Administrators voiced their regret because of the depart- 
ure of Dr. Pollen and expressed their sincere apprecia- 
for tie most competent and conscientious services 
rendered by Dr. Pullen during his term of ofice. 

Doctors J. A. Magne and J. N. Dills were appointed 
aB Assistant Clinical Directors of the Hospital. 
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Dr. O. P. Daly was appointed Director of Charttv 
Hospital of Louisiana at New Orleans under the Act 
passed by the Legislature, the appointment being signed 
by Governor James H. Davis and the Director of the 
Department of Institutions, Mr. R, L, Pelt it. 

Hospital Richard MHliken Building— At the close of the B 

Buildings vear _ tne Mjniken Building remained unoccupied; how- 

ever, the Board of Administrators were considering pro- 
posals for the use of this building as a poliomyelitis cen- 
ter and a hospital for crippled children. 

Lapeyre-Miltenbergrr Building— The lower floor of 
this building is -occupied by the Physical Therapy Depart- 
at in this Hospital and offers to the patients in the 
institution a complete sevlce in all phases or phv 
therapy. 

The upper doors of the building have functioned 
throughout the year as a convalescent unit, admissions 
being limited to the reception of patients from within 
this Hospital. This building is being occupied as a con- 
valescent unit and not as a home for incurables or 
patients falling within the old age group. 

Just prior to the close of the fiscal year, it was 
found necessary to provide additional dormitory space for 
graduate nurses. This because of the great difficult*- 
experienced by this Hospital in maintaining even & si, 
ton crew of graduate nurses. The Hoard of Admini 
tors authorized, and the Lapeyre-Miltenberger heirs' ap- 
proved, the Betting aside of the 5th and 6th floors of 
this buildmg as housing quarters tor graduate qui 
employed in the various departments of this Hospital 
Hospital authorities hope this wilt assist in maintai- 
a stabilized group of graduate nurses for use within the 
Institution. 

A small occupational - therapy room has been estab- 
lished in the basement of this building. In this « 
shop convalescent patients make ashtrays, table and 
chair sets, and complete sets of doll furniture for ehll- 
dren; cedar cabinets, decorated shelves, Jewelry b., 
and other items of this sort. We have found that quiU' 
a number of patients have a tendency to desert th 
pitat before they have been discharged and this «-, 
shop has been very valnabie In building the morale of 
convalescent patients. Instructions in metal, wood and 
leather crafts occupy the patients' minds and keep 'them 
busy. It helps them endure their long days in the H 
pltal and makes them more cooperative with 
and nurses. 

Delgado Building— This building, which is under con- 
tract to the Louisiana State Board of Health as a 
venereal disease control hospital, has functi. 
out the year. The State Board of Health repo, 
cases treated during this fiscal year, for prin.;, 
secondary syphilis. These are the patients who 
fectious and, of course, they are the ones whom 
most anxious to treat in order that they may be 
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dared non-Infectious. The patients with early latent 
syphilis might be considered 'potentially infectious ana 
the patients who are treated for syphilis in pregnancy 
are treated in order to prevent syphilis in the offspring. 

Patients with other venereal diseases are not usually 
admitted to this unit for treatment of those diseases pri- 
marily. For instance, gonorrhea is not usually admitted 
unless it occurs with some other venereal disease. 

Old Female Medical Building— One-half of the lower 
floor of this building is occupied by the Hospitals 
printing shop and mimeograph department. In this de- 
partment, practically all of the printing done lor the 
institution is carried out, thus effecting a saving of 
many thousands of dollars anually. At the present time, 
there are approximately 150 hospital forms in active use 
in this Hospital. All of these are produced in this de- 
partment. In addition, thousands of mimeographed let- 
ters and other forms are cleared annually through this 
department of the Hospital. 

The remainiug portion of the lower floor of this 
building is occupied hy the Dietetic Laboratory. This 
space H fully equipped with all modern appliances 
needed for the teaching of dietetics and is used for in- 
struction In our School for Dietitians, as well as In the 
training of undergraduate student nurses. 

The upper two floors of this building are devoted 
exclusively to the care of Infantile paralysis. At the 
close of the fiscal year, a large number of poliomyelitis 
cases were being cared for in this department and it 
was evident that additional space must be provided in 
the immediate future in order to care for the present 
heavy increase in poliomyelitis throughout the State of 
Louisiana and for the possible future development of this 
-ireadful disease, li should be borne in mind that the 
Charitv Hospital Poliomyelitis Center receives practically 
all of "the cases of poliomyelitis or infantile paralysis as 
it fs commonly called, which develop throughout the 
entire State of Louisiana, 

Colored Tuberculosis Building— The lower floor of 
this building is occupied by the Lung Station by the 
K-rav Unit for servicing colored tuberculosis patients; by 
clinics for tuberculosis cases, and by rooms set aside 
for pnemnotherapy tor colored tuberculosis cases. Space 
on the lower floor has been set aside for use by the Health 
Department of the City of New Orleans, which has sta- 
tioned its mobile x-ray unit at this location and numerous 
x-rays of tuberculosis contacts and suspected caBes are 
handled in this department. 

The upper floors of this building are set aside for 

the exclusive use of colored tuberculosis cases, and these 

nuaUy filled and there is always a 

,nz list of patents who should be cared for without 

moat important that treatment be given to 

cases as quickly as possible. Add.. 
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space for colored tuberculosis cases, both in the early 
phases and in the advanced non-treatable cases Ib on* 
of the things most needed la the State of Louisiana. 

Dlbert Memorial Bui Iding— This entire building ts 
dedicated to the care of white tuberculosis cases- this 
building is always filled, and there is a constant w'aitlni 
list of cases who should be hospitalized. 

The Board of Administrators has approved the erec- 
tion of glass enclosed and screened porches alone the 
entire side of the building facing the Hospital. This will 
provide a glass enclosed, screened porch on each floor 
of this building, large enough to permit beds to be moved 
on these porches which will be steam heated and 
tected from the weather at all times. These porches 
permit our patients to obtain fresh air and at the same 
time prevent the danger of contamination to other pa- 
tients which might occur should these individuals be 
permitted to relax on the hospital grounds. 

In addition, the Board of Administrators approved 
and set aside funds for the installation of a comniete 
ventilating system for the entire Dibert Building some- 
thing which has been badly needed and will 
bw « t0 those unfortunate individuals who are con! 

During the past fiscal year, the Hospital has I 
able to obtain a complete moving picture service for tl 
patients in this, and in the colored tuberculosis b\ 
lng, and our patients are now able to see in their own 
wards and from their beds the same picture shows which 
we see by going to our local theaters. 

The Hospital authorities would like to take 
occasion to again call attention to the serious need in 
the State of Louisiana for additional facilities for the 
care of tuberculosis In ail of its phases. This Ho- 
is set up and operated for acute conditions and the 
chronic or so-called Incurable cases should not b, 
quired to be hospitalized in this Institution; how. 
there to no other place for them to go; consequei 
many beds in this Hospital are occupied by hot,,'. 
cases, thus depriving early tuberculosis cases of an oiv 
portunlty for treatment, with the reasonable hone for 
recovery of a large percentage of these cases The 
great need In Louisiana is for additional beds for tl 
chronic cases-the elimination of these chroni". 
from hospitals such as this, thus making available all 
hospital beds to early tuberculosis cases. Hospital ku 
thoritiea believe this to be one of the outstanding n JJ. 
In the health program of our State. 

Louisiana's tragic need for hospitals lor chronicallv 
ill, advanced tuberculosis cases, places a heavy load on 
Charity Hospital. Attendants in our Admitting 
f re ., ,J? 1 over - work ed by numbers of patients who are 
ineligible for treatment here. Beds in hospitals such as 
this must be kept active in order that they may be used 
for the acute cases for whom so much can be done 
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Is very hard, indeed, to explain to patients falling within 
the old-age group or Use chronic incurable groups that 
this Hospital can not accept them. Too much emphasis 
can not be plated upon the need for facilities to take 
care of these types of patients in the State of Louisiana. 

Isolation Building— This building is the only unit in 
the vicinity dedicated to the care of Infectious and con- 
tagious diseases, and this department of the hospital has 
functioned most efficiently throughout the year. Entire 
renovation and repair of this building was completed 
during the present fiscal year. 

Student Nurses Home— This magnificent building, 
which is situated in the rear of the Hospital on Claiborne 
Avenue, is devoted exclusively to the care of under- 
graduate student nurses and is used as a dormitory, 
assembly hall and contains classrooms and dining rooms 
Because of a large increase in the number of student 
nurses during the Federal Cadet Nurse program, this 
building has been continually crowded and the Hospital 
has had to set aside dormitory space in the main build- 
ing of the Hospital in order to house our under-graduate 
student nurses. 

Graduate Nurses Home— This building, facing Tulane 
Avenue across tHe street from the Main Building of the 
Hospital, has continued to serve as a dormitory for use 
by graduate nuTses who are on duty in this Hospital. The 
building has been filled to capacity all year and there 
is a constant waiting list of nurses who desire to live 

I lie hospital premises. 

The use of this building for thiB purpose has ma- 
terially assisted the Hospital in maintaining a skeleton 
staff of graduate nurses. 

Old Ambulance House— The upper floors of this 
building have been completely renovated and are being 
used as a dormitory for graduate nurses with one floor 
set aside for use by the female doctors who are assigned 
lo the resident and Intern staff in this Hospital. 

Sisters' Home— This building is devoted exclusively 
to use by the Sisters of Charity who are assigned to this 
Hospital and contains their living quarters, dining room 
and chapel for their religious devotion. During the year, 
the entire chapel has been renovated and repainted. 

Main Building— This large, modern building, of which 
Hi- State and the entire South can be very proud, lias 
functioned throughout the year as a general hospital. 
Because of limited funds and inability to obtain trained 
personnel, particularly graduate nurses, we have not 
been able to place the entire building in full operation 
as a hospital. However, the wards not devoted to pa- 
ita* use have been filled by student nurses and by 
affiliating nurses from approximately twenty-eight other 
nursing schools, which send their students lo this Hos- 
pital for special training !n departments not available to 
all nurses' training schools. 
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Hospital authorities are becoming more and more 
aware of the absolute necessity of opening m: 
wards as our ipatient-Ioad is constantly im 
tional operating rooms must be opened as this depart- 
ment of the hospital constitutes the most serioit 
neck in rapidly clearing our patients through the 
pital. Reopening these wards will be most difficult tw-

The settlement of the main building has become fair- 
ly stabilized, and during the past year has been air 
of a negligible quantity. 

Maintenance crews are constantly on dulv through- 
out this large building and every effort is made 
this and other buildings on the Hospital grounds In an 
excellent state of repair and maintenance. 

Laundry— This laundry, which Is in constant use and 
is one of the largest laundries in the State of Louisiana, 
lias operated efficiently throughout the year. Some of 
the mechanical equipment In this laundrv hud become «o 
badly worn that it was necessary to have it rep!; .

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Rather extensive research has been conducted in the 
Hospital by Dr. Francis Thiberse in the treatment ot 
haytever. Considerable progress hae been made in the 
treatment of patients suffering with this illness and Dr. 
Thlberge's findings have attracted widespread attention. 
They were published in the August issue of the Southern 
Medical Journal. 

Psychiatric Unit — This unit, which was established 
during the previous fiscal year, has functioned through 
the past fiscal year. There are 87 beds assigned to 
this unit which has been placed in the center unit, 3rd 
and 4th floors of the Main Building, with separate wards 
for the care of male and female, white and colored pa- Departmental 
tleuts. Acute mental cases are received in this unit and Units 

permitted to remain not longer than six weeks. Upon 
discharge, they are returned to their homes or to the men- 
tal hospitals. Consultation rooms are provided for the staff 
recreational and training rooms for the patients. 
The establishment of this unit has been of great service 
to our patients. It affords special training to our nurses 
and professional staff. Shortly after placing this unit in 
operation. It was evident that a unit of this size was 
far from being sufficient for the demands made upon 
this Hospital for the care of this unfortunate group of 
patients. Recommendations have been made and plans 
are being formulated for the development of a neuro- 
psychiatric unit capable of caring for approximately 200 
Patients. The Hospital authorities have no intention of 
establishing a mental hospital in this Institution. Our 
is to provide space for the reception, diag- 

■; and preliminary care of acute mental conditions 
whose study will be limited in this Institution. 

The psychiatric unit has provided facilities for the 

training of doctors, nurses and social work students in 

this field. This Hospital is now the largest training 

r in the South for psychiatric social work students.

Premature Infant Unit— This unit developed as the 
result of a conference during Jauary 1941 called for the 
purp ■ i.Hcussing the care given premature infants 

ly Hospital. For some time prior to this, the 
mortality in this group of patients had been very high — 
mes over 70% mortality. Normally mortality is high 
in this group of patients, but any mortality rate of over 
Is regarded as too high. The unit was organized 
and was in complete operation by the close of 1944. 
During 1945, twenty-eight Gordon-Armstrong Incubators 
an[ i ierson Resucltators and four Printz Suction 

machines were purchased and installed. In addition, 
itles were Installed for the correct washing of hands 
by attendants In charge of these babies. The establish- 
ment and operation of this unit has been amply justified 
the results obtained. Mortality statistics among pre- 
mature infants in this Hospital are now well below the 
level and at the close of the present fiscal year 
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plana were being formulated for the further development 
and expansion of this most Important unit. 

Radiology Department— This department is divided 
Into two sections, the diagnostic section under the super- 
vision of Dr. Leon Menville, and the therapeutic depart- 
ment under the supervision of Dr. Manuel Garcia. 

The Hospital, through its diagnostic department, 
offers complete service to all bed patients in the Hos- 
pital. Separate diagnostic equipment is installed in the 
following departments: Accident Room, Out-Patient 
partment, Colored Tuberculosis Building, Dibert Tub. 
loals Building, Contagious Building and other wards. 

The mobile x-ray equipment is available for 
throughout the Institution. Complete dental x-ray equip- 
ment is provided for the dental clinics and that portion 
of the Hospital devoted to that class of cases. 

The Therapeutic Division, which includes radium 
therapy and deep x-ray therapy is fully equipped » 
both deep and superficial therapy machines and the 
supply of radium and applicators and Radon for implanta- 
tion is ample for the Hospital's use. 

In addition to the directors of these department' 
there are other full time radiologists emploved ti 
Hospital and a full complement of resident* physic- 
who are In training in this department. For detail 
work done in this Department, see statistical report. 

Pathology Department— This department is under the 
supervision of Dr. Emma S. Moss. It is fullv equipped 
and starred and offers the following services: DiaKti, 
laboratories of serology, hematology, parasitology ~ chem- 
istry, bacterialogy, as well as the Pasteur Institute Out- 
Patient CHnlc Department, and Surgical Pathology anil

The Morgue handles the staUstics on all hosnltal 
deaths and distributes this information on both witbi 
the hospital and to outside agencies, which in, 
state, and national boards of health.

Heart Station— This department, under the sui- 
sion of Dr. James h.

Electroencephalograph Department— This department 
is under the supervision of Dr. Walker Thompson and is 
equipped with modern encephalograph and is the . 
department of this kind functioning In the Si 
Louisiana. Because of the humidity and heat 
Orleans, it was necessary during the past vear to air- 
condition this department. 
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Lung Station— This department for the study and 
evaluation of lung function, and as a preliminary study 
for operative cases, is under the supervision of Dr. John 
Se&bury. Because of the heat and humidity which af- 
fected the delicate instruments used in this department, 
it was necessary to air condition this department, also. 
This was made possible through the generosity of Mr. 
Labrot, to whom the Hospital wishes to express 
appreciation. 

Chest Survey for Tuberculosis— Through the coopera- 
tion of the Louisiana State Board of Health, equipment 
, en installed fnr x-ray studies of all ambulatory 
patients who apply for treatment of any bind. This is 
done by means of 70 mm. rapid action x-ray equipment 
and for the first time will afford a study of thousands 
of Individuals, which will represent a cross-section of our 
population. The studies during the past year have been 
rather revealing as a number of incipient or unknown 
eases of tuberculosis have been picked up, as well as 
many other condition*. These patients are then referred 
for appropriate treatment. 

Blood Bank— The blood bank has functioned satisfac- 
torily throughout the vear. This department is run on 
the principle of a' commercial bank in that various ser- 
vices are given credit for the amount of blood and 
plasma collected by the services and credited their ac- 
count and their account is charged with all transfusion 
which are issued to that particular department 
i >rious services are required by the blood bank to 
in at all limes a working supply of whole blood 
ilasma and it is the responsibility of the intern and 
lit assigned to the various services throughout the 
Hospital to obtain sufficient donors in order that the 
needs of the patients confined on their service may be 
adequately met.

Approximately 210 persons work in our Dietary Dr 
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partment. All bread and desserts are prepared In our 
own bakery, which provides approximately 800 loaves 
of bread per day. From 1000 to 1500 pounds of potatoes 
are peeled daily, and over 800 gallons of milk are drunk 
daily. 

The School tor Dietitians provides complete instruc- 
tions for students of dietetics. The students learn all 
various types of dietetics for the many types of diseases 
which this sub-tropical and winter climate offers. The 
students work six months in the main kitchen and also 
spend one month in a private hospital learning private 
hospital dietetic routine. While working in the baking 
department, and in the kitchen, the students are expected 
to develop original recipes of their own. This depart- 
ment also prepares 2& different formulaes for children 
and babies. Fifteen hundred baby bottles per day are 
prepared and served. The formula room is under toe 
supervision of the Dietary Department; however, it is 
closely tied in with tile premature infant una, as well 
units devoted to baby care. Prepara- 
of food for babies is carried out under sterile tech- 
nique and physicians' instructions are rigidly carried out.

This 
school offers training in this important subject to our 
southern girls and we hope to be able to assist in over- 
coming the serious shortage of dietitians which exists 
throughout the States, 

The School for laboratory technicians, which is ap- 
proved by all accrediting agencies, offers complete trahv 
ing in all phases of the medical laboratory techni. h 

The School tor X-ray technicians, which is likewise 
an approved school, of Cera complete training in both the 
diagnostic and therapeutic branches in radiology. 

The School of Anesthesia, an approved school offer" 
training in anesthesia to graduate curses. The trai- 
program in this school is under the supervision of 
John Adrian!, an outstanding anesthetist. 

Charity Hospital School of Nursing— This is proba- 
bly the largest school of nursing in the South with an 
enrollment of 399, and has, for years, trained m 
graduate nurses. This school is under the supervi 
of the Sisters oi charity of St. Vincent de Paul The 
statement carried in another section of this report will 
show the number and qualifications of the faculty V 
hers Some fifteen or sixteen other training schools l 
Louisiana take advantage of the material offered in 
Institution and send their students to Charity HoUital 
Schoo of Nursing for affiliation and training i n t 
spec al subjects.

Dear Dr. Daly: 

The matter of obtaining personnel for unskilled or semi-skilled posi- 
tions in this Hospital has become less difficult, but there lias been no 
marked change in the difficulty of obtaining technically Hkilled employees. 
This Hospital has continued to experience severe shortages among the 
Graduate Nurse, Anesthetist, Medical Laboratory Technologist and Phar- 
macist groups. 

Special recruiting rates above the mininntnis establshed in the Civil 
Service Pay Plan have been obtained for many professional classes in 
order to meet the going rateB in this area. These special rates have 
helped considerably in the matter of obtaining professional help in some 
claases. 

Turnover among Hospital personnel remains high but is considerably 
below the average for the past year due to the closing of war industries 
In this city. 

There have been numerous requests for reallocations of positions as 
Increased responsibilities have been assumed by various employees. All 
reasonable requests have been referred to the Civil Service Department 
for review and most of them have been allowed. 

Through a contribution made by the American Women's Volunteer 
ces, arrangements have been made for the appointment of a Coordi- 
nator of Volunteer Workers. During the war, this Hospital was materially 
aided by the large number of volunteer workers who contributed their 
services. With the end of the war a definite decline in their number 
was noticed. 

It is hoped that under the direction of the Coordinator it will once 
again be possible to build up a large group of volunteers In order to sup- 
filament the work being done by paid employees. 

We thank the Director of this Hospital aud its Department Heads for 
their continued cooperation In the matter of making adjustments as they 
become necessary in order to counteract shortages in personnel in cer- 
tain sections.

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Mr. Milton E. Kossaek, assisted by Mr. Charles Miramon and Mr. 
Joseph Richard, of the City Health Department, conducted food handlers 
classes for dietary department employees this year. Attendance was 
compulsory and the classes were profitable to the Hospital and enjoyed by 
the employees. 

The Department also cooperated with the Famine Emergency Program 
in conservation of scarce foods, with very substantial savings. Pledges were 
also signed to stimulate conservation in employees' homes. 

Recommendations 

The system of regulating and recording personnel meals in the Hos- 
pital Is inadequate, and we teel that correction should be made. 

We recommend that meal tieket8 be collected at all dining room en- 
trances, including the doctors' dining room. Collection should be done by 
an 'accounting office employee. If guests are to be admitted, they should 
also have tickets. 

We also suggest that a jiay cafeteria for employees be seriously con- 
sidered. Other institutions have proven pay cafeteria and cash meal 
allowances to be the most satisfactory system of employee feeding. 

Appreciation 

We wish to thank the Director, The Board of Administrators, and the 
Medical Staff for all help extended during the year. 

Special appreciation Is extended to the Purchasing and Accounting 
Departments who have helped us procure and control our food supply 
during the unsettled post-war period. The Maintenance Department has 
also been very helpful in keeping equipment In good condition while re- 
placements were impossible. 

We again thank all who helped us in our teaching program for dieti- 
tians.

Staff 

During the year staff turnover increased over the previous fiscal year, 
For the year enrtinK June, 1945 there were 14 resignations and 4 requests 
for leave while for the year ending June, 1946 there were 24 resignations 
and two requests for leave. 

In the professional staff there were 19 resignations and 19 replace- 
ments but with vacancies (pending from previous years the department 
ended the year with 4 vacancies In the professional staff. During the 
year vacancies in the professional staff averaged from 4 to 9 positions. 
At the end of the year there were no vacancies in the non-professional 
staff. 

Work of the Department 

There has been no change In the function of the department which 
has continued to provide case work services to patients under treatment 
In Charity Hospital wards, clinics, accident and admitting departments, 
and to determine eligibility for free medical care. However, in the case 
work services division there was a change in emphasis on certain services 
In relation to requests made by the medical B1 

Case Work Services 

Because of turnover in etaff it was not possible to continue the further 

breakdown if services into Tulane and LSU.

Compared with expenditures for previous years the number of patients 
helped has increased while the expenditures, although more than 1943-44, 
is less than 1911-45. This decrease is probably due to increased use of 
other funds as well as the fact that several new funds were available. 

In September, 1945 a thesis on the Patients' Welfare Fund was com- 
pleted. The study was undertaken to learn something of the value of 
a medical relief fund in a public hospital. Requests Cor the use cf the 
Fund during 1944 were made solely by the Sociai Servli tmeni and 

assistance was given through the Fund 144 times with a total oJ $1028.33 
being spent. Of this sum, $799.10 of the total arnuuni »us spent t< 
109 patients with maintenance and assistance, the remaining $229.23 being 
spent to help 30 patients secure medical, orthopedic or surgical supplies, 
prosthetic appliances, convalescent care, special diets or occupational 
therapy material. 

Study of the characteristics of the patients assisted by the Fund 
during 1944 showed the highest incidence to be in the Negro group, 91 or 
as compared to 47 or 34% white. The male group had the 
largest number of recipients and most of the patients fell within the 
single marital status classification. Thirty-one parishes of the 64 in 
Louisiana were represented in the group of 144, with Orleans Parish 
rating the highest number served, this not unexpected because of the 
location of the hospital. Only five patients were non-residents of Louisi-

Dear Dr. Daly: 

The activities of the Anesthesia Department have varied little from 
Previous years. The shortage of technical personnel has continued to be 
»cute in spite the return to civilian life of veterans formerly engaged 
ta the administration of anesthetics. Furthermore, the hospital has not 
it a position to meet the shortage by recruitment of graduates from 
its own School ot Anesthesia because a marked discrepancy exists be- 
tween the entrance salary offered and that which private institutions will 
pay to meet their needs. A similar situation has existed in the Oxygen 
Therapy Department where white male technicians are employed. The 
turnover of personnel seriously interferes with the efficiency 
•Aith which thiB unit is conducted. 

The resident staff has been increased to seven. The increase in the 
Bomber of physicians on the staff has allowed expansion of the consulta- 
tion and supervisory functions of the Department. The Department is in 
» belter position to perform various therapeutic blocks for relief of in- 
tractable pain and assist in recuseitative and other procedures pertaining 
to anesthesia and inhalation therapy. 

The number of anesthetics administered monthly has been gradually 
increasing when compared to the number of a given month in the pre- 
four years F.iher, in spite of the innovations and new methods of 
iiesia which are constantly being introduced and acclaimed, still con- 
to be the anesthetic of choice as the following statistics tor the 
Past year show.

During the past year the activities of the Blood Book have dtl 
little from those of the previous year. The total number of tr 
per mouth ha "adily. One regrettable feature ha 

aber of voluntary workers who has assisted us in the 
past in the management of the Donors' Station. The trend ti- 
use of whole blood to the exclusion of plasma has continued. The num- 
lasma infusions for the treatment of sh 
imbalance Is practically negligible. An allotment of 500 un 
plasma from the H has been placed at the ot the various 

services In the hospital to be used In cases ot protein deficiencies, nephro- 
sis, and oilier conditions in which concentrated plasma is indicated. 

The mobile unit for the State Wide collection of plasma made 
trips since January 1st to outlying communities. In each case the 
spouse from the donors was poor. The waning Interest of the public 

lie donation of blood and decreasing demand for plasma cause us to 
wonder at the advisability of continuing this project any longer. 

The control of transfusion reactions is our most difficult problem- 
<»d by a number of factors. The sudden expansion of the 
ihe house staff during the past six months has compP 
■ m because of the diversity of the number of technique 
ring blood and the wide divergence of opinion among Indh 
members of the house staff as to what constitutes a reactio- 
classification. The problem will remain a complex one as long as the 
division of responsibility for the preparation of the equipment for dona- 
tion and administration of blood remains divided between the Blood 
and Central Service.

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REPORT POLIOMYELITIS CENTER 
July 1, 1945 to June 30, 1946 

To date or this report for the year 1946 there have been approximate- 
ly 185 cases of poliomyelitis reported to the Louisiana State Department 
of Health— 9 cases in January. 6 in March, 4 in April, 18 m May, ib in 
June— and 75 in July. (The number reported in July, 1945 was 40.) 

From the period of July 1, 1945 to Jane 30, 1946 a total of 280 cases 
of poliomyelitis have received care at the Poliomyelitis Center at Chat ity 
Hospital 81.2% of all patients admitted to the Poliomyelitis Center are 
white: 18.8% are negroes. Further analyses of these eases show t > a t 
there has been an increase in the incidence of poliomyelitis among the 
adults since 6':; of all cases admitted are 21 years of age or older. iz> 
of this group were diagnosed as having Bulbar Poliomyelitis. 

Poliomyelitis in the acute stage is difficult to diagnose. Of all 
the cases admitted, and clinical diagnosis established, 18% were found not 
to have poliomyelitis. 

The same obstacles as reported last year in maintaining the Center 
exist in a greater or less degree— there is still an acute shortage of 
nurses Recently salaries have been increased for the personnel at the 
Poliomyelitis Center, but there are vacancies. Transportation for patients 
continues to be a problem, Inquiries from all over the state pour ui|l*, 
and will continue as the summer days go. The fear of poliomyelitis Is 
growing although statistics show that even (luring an epidemic of polio- 
myelitis' In a small community, not over one child in a hundred is lately 
to suffer serious illness; In large centers of population, sii.h likelihood 
is still further reduced to one person in a thousand or several thousand. 

Through the funds supplied by the Parish Chapters of the National 
Foundation tor Infantile Paralysis, Inc. throughout the state, the Louisi- 
ana Stats Department of Health and Charity Hospital, and in cooperation 
w th Tulane University Medical Center, children from every parish In the 
state Have, at one time or another, received care at the Center since 
its establishment in 1943.

Daring the past year we have administered 4705 treatments equally 
divided among the whites and colored. VVe added to those previously 

ted 113 new patients of which 48 were white. This does not include 
the numerous consultations Kivon to patients referred to us from prac- 
tically all the services. 

We have always been interested to apply the new discoveries (Bena- 
dryl. Histamine, Prothricin, etc.) in allergy but found them of limited use 
i bo relief of symptoms lasting only for a short time and have been 
•elled to depend on the well established hyposensitizing extract for 
the control of the disease. 

Over 15% of our patientB free from symptoms report at 1, 2 or 3 
months interval for a booster dose to maintain what they terra their 
"cure" but which we class aa their control. 

We are thankful to our associate. Dr. Henry Ogden, and the resident 
staff for their invaluable assistance and also to the Druggist, the Nurses, 
the X-Kay and Pathological Laboratories for their co-operation.
